Great Britain. France, Belgium. Italy 
and Japan asking that the claim foi 
$241,000,000 for payment of the 
ex- 


penses of the American army of oc 
cupation on the Rhine be considered 
by the allied powers who are doling 
out the German reparation money. 


No less person than the president 


himself lias told Congress that 
the 


situation o^ er the import of dyes from 
Germany for the American textile in- 
dustry is so serious that American 
participation in the deliberations 
of 


the reparation commission absolutely 
is essential. Mr. Harding- now puts the 
issue squarely up. to congress and says 
the responsibility for the absence of 
an American member on the repara 
tions commission lies with congress.

Heretofore the initiative in inter- 
national rtroperaUon has been w^S|j tbjR 
president, or secretary ot state 73.1, 
jealous has congress become over air 
dealings with Europe that Mr. Hard- 
ing is not apt to project the question 
especially at a time when the treaties 
negotiated- by the arms conference are 
having such hard sledding. 


It is significant that both Senators 


Lodge and Underwood, leaders of the 
Republican and Democratic parties re 
spectively In the senate, are crying out 
against the allied neglect of thn Amer 
ican claim Cor $241.000,000 and are in- 
sisting on its payment. 
The execu- 


tive is not saying that this claim would 
not now be in question if the United 
States had been represented on 
the 


reparations commission but ho 
has 


hinted as much and the chances are 
that he will permit the country to bs- 
lieve congress rather than the execu- 
tive is responsible. 


Incidentally the pressure for Ameri- 


can representation on the reparations 
commission comes from many differ 
cnt sides The textile manufacturers 
who say they are unable to obtain cer- 
tain dyes not made in this country 
are insisting that the American gov- 
ernment exercise its nghu> and get 
those dyes from Germany through tho 
reparations commission which is in 
full charge of what is done with Ger- 
many's dyes. Jt would be possible for 
instance to take dyes in payment of 
a part of the $241,000,000 owed Amer- 
ica. These dyes would then be sold 
to American firms by the 
United 


States government, which would cred- 
it the rccipts against the original sum

He," Morgan said. 


NO RETURNS' EXCLUDED 
The attorney general's department 


was also asked by Senator 
Skopnio 


whether the penalization of returns 
oC fraudulent income tax returns for 
a period of six years instead of the 
present three if passed at the next 
regular session, would exclude the re- 
turns of the years 1!U7, 1!>1S and Ifllfl. 


Tho attorney general, replied that no 


matter when such a bill were pa.ss 
the returns of those years would not 
be excluded "the present limitation oC 
time is wholly immaterial in tho lost- 
ing the power of the Jegislaturc in this 
regard," the opinion sajd.

Benjamin Harrison in defense of his 
pro- 


posal to make income tax returns open to 
the public, although if he is at all familiar 
with the record of this distinguished 
American, both as a lawyer aud as presi- 
dent, he knows that there was no man 
more zealous of the confidential rights of 
business and individuals than he. 


It is quite true, as Mr. Harrison is 


quoted as having said- that "No casuist 
can draw a sound moral distinction be- 
tween the maiTvho hides his property or 
makes a false return in order to escape 
the payment of his debt to the state, and 
the man who conceals his property from 
his private creditors. * * * If our taxes 
•were farmed out to an individual or a 
corporation they would be collected. 
There would be vigilance and unrelenting 
pursuit. The civil and criminal processes 
of the la.w would be invoked with effect." 


It will be seen from this that the Harri- 


son view is not in accord with Mr. Blaine. 
Mr. Harrison never advocated what 
Mr. Blaine is advocating. AVhat Mr. Har- 
rison would do is clearly stated in what 
we have just quoted, namely: he would 
collect taxes by "vigilant and unrelenting 
pursuit.'' He would "invoke the civil and 
criminal processes of the law." If it is 
true, as Mr. Blaine charges, that there is 
colossal evasion and fraud in the making 
of income tax returns, they can be reached 
by iuvoking the civil and* criminal pro- 
cesses of the law.

Steady the tub with one 
hand while you pour out and feed the patient a 
glass of hot lemonade or any other agreeable hot 
beverage with your other hand. At the same time 
place on his forehead a cloth wrung out oC cold wa- 
ter, and use your third hand thruout the bath to 
change that cloth frequently so that it shall not 
grow warm.

to time and add a dipper of hotter water. It.is es- 
sential to success in the hot mustard foot bath to 
keep the temperature of the bath always a trifle 
above the sweating point.

Washington. — Adaptation of ra- 


dio communication to the use and ser- 
vice of agric'ulture will, in my judg- 
ment do more to revolutionize life on 
America's farms than any other single 
factor that has ever been known. 


Radio can bring to tho farmer those 


things the lack of which has done 
most to make farm life both difficult 
and distasteful—news, market infor- 
mation, amusements and instructive 
entertainment. 


To my mind, there is no single use 


of radio except the protection of life 
at sea and in the air that should take 
precedence over its utilization for the 
benefit o£ agriculture. 


There are more than 32,000,000 peo- 


ple on farms, comprising 
nearly one- 


third the total population of the Unit- 
ed States. Most of these are located 
where they are practically cut off from 
immediate contact with the 
outside 


world. The radio is the only means 
of getting to them quickly either the 
economic information necessary in the 
proper conduct of their business, or 
the general news of the day. 


SIX RADIO STATIONS 


The Department 
of 
Agriculture 


broadcasts weather, crop and market 
reports from six radio, stations of the 
Postofflce Department. 


Daily market reports on the live 


stock, grain, cotton, hay, feed, fruits 
and vegetable markets are broadcas 
over virtually the entire United States 
Farmers located almost anywhere can 
receive them either direct or through 
the assistance of amateur operators. 


A number of state bureaus of jnar 


kets and agricultural colleges are als 
broadcasting both local and nationa 
market and crop reports by radio tcl 
egraphy and radiophone. 


With regard to the broad castin 


of music and entertalnnment, any 
thing in the way of entertainment tha 
will afford the farmer'even slight d 


ertisemcnt from his daily labors will 
mmeasureably redound to the benc- 
it of the whole nation. The farmer 
s as much interested in the daily 
gossip, financial or sport news as any- 


ne. In many instances, the only en- 
ertainment of which the farmer can 
avail himself is that which comes by 
radiophone. 


The time element in 
dispatching 


weather, crop and market news is a 
jig factor affecting tho value of such 
reports. 


In cutting hay or harvesting grain, 


for example, an hour's delay in the 
dispatch of weather reports may mean 
a loss of several thousand dollars. An 
early morning report on weather con- 
ditions and the estimated receipts at 
;he market that day is of great value 
to the live stock grower about to ship 
a carload of hogs to market. 


HELPS IN SHIPPING 


Prompt daily reports on the fruit 


and vegetable markets 
enables the 


farmer to determine when and where 
farm products arc most needed and 
to arange his shipments accordingly. 


A sudden frost may kill an entire 


fruit crop. By radio, warnings of se- 
vere temperature changes or of storms 
can be flashed instantly to an entire 
district. 


When thousands of tons 
of 
food 


products are threatened with destruc- 
tion by impending storms or floods; or- 
dinary methods 
of 
communicating ' 


warnings aro too slow. Market news 
to be of greatest value should be re- 
ceived the same day. 


All this is possible by radio. It en- 


ables the farmer to keep in Instant 
touch with weather, crop and market 
news necessary for his business; it 
gives for his information a summary 
of important happenings; it brings to 
his home, for air his family to hear, 
lectures, concerts, and other enter- 
tainments, heretofore only accessible 
to the city dweller. 


Radio puts the farmer 
in direct 


touch with the whole world.

Don't buy a trans 
parent -cretonne for window curtains 
That is, dcii't buy a cretonne through 
which you can see the light when you 
hold the cretonne up before a window 
or a lamp. Such a cretonne loses al 
its life in the daytimo It is all right 
at night, when no light is shining in 
the windows, and such light as you 
have, strikes it from the inside, shines 
against it instead of through it. But 
when the daylight behind such a ere 
tonne is bright the cretonne -loses al 
color and hence all character. 


TESTING COLOR - - 
Therefore put the crctpnnes you 


buy through the acid test of holding 
thorn up before a bright light. 


If vou cannot find any 
cretonne 


you like that will stand this 
test 
ther- is one way around the difficulty 
You can buy the transparent, flimsier 
cretonne and line it. 
This 
lining 


makes it opaque and is really as good 
as the heavier, nontran&parent sort 


Moreover, 
the lining adds to the 


color of the cretonne. It is best to 
make the lining a warm color in a 
cold room—one with a north expos 
ure Yellow or rose would prove very 
good with curtains showing yellow or 
lose m the.r designs. 
In a warm 


room, with a f,outh or west isunny ex 
posure, gray or blue lining's might be 
mod, and bo might green. Again, be 
sure to make the color of the lining 
emphasize the color scheme of your 
room.
